increased, but has helped to diminish (he public. 
yevenuc; he has givenno impulse to trade, or 
to public instruction ;. no sanitary ‘work of any 
magnitude hag he credted;. in a word, not 
the shphtest proof can be brought forward 
of cither ‘his energy or his administrative 
qualities," On the contrary, we have seen: him 
work.to the’ detriment of the colony by taking 
no ‘measures to prevent the fishing indusiry from 
removing its seat of operations to Lapa [sland

It might be 
mentioned here that Aquarius .is ever delineated 
with a round water jar, both by the Epyptians 
and Greeks, from which\descendsacrystal stream 
upon thé earth, According to Thorp, one of the 
Runic legends represents the man in the moon 
of gigantic stature, who while the tide is flowing’ 
in stands in a stooping position, taking up the 
waters and pte them out upan the earth ;
